Hate speech leads to crimes, California lawmaker Gil Cedillo says, 
explaining why the state Senate approved a resolution against this type 
of verbal activity. “Resolution 58 approved on Sept. 10 seeks to get 
people's attention about the dangers of hate speech that is the precur- 
sor of crimes.” Sen. Cedillo, a Democrat who represents Los Angeles, 
told Efe. “There are commentators in the mass media who create anti- 
immigrant and anti-Latino hysteria that leads to, besides individual 
hate crimes, the implementation of public policies that reflect human 
insensitivity,” he said. 

Cedillo said that another of the consequences of the promotion of 
prejudices against Hispanics 1s that the U.S.-born offspring whose par- 
ents are undocumented are treated like second-class citizens. “And the 
most likely thing is that they may have to survive by receiving money 
from government social services or that their salaries (in comparison 
with other citizens) will be lower,” he said. The sponsor of Resolution 
58, which condemns radio programs, blogs and cable news programs 
that use hate speech, said that in recent years the exacerbation of preju 
dice has led to an increase in crime against Hispanics nationwide. 

In 2007, there were 9,535 victims of hate attacks in the United 
States, of which 52 percent were motivated by racial prejudice, ac 


cording to FBI figures. Of the total number of crimes against ethnic 
communities, more than 61 percent vere against Hispanics. and Cedillo 
said that the FBI figure from 2007 indicates that. compared to 2003 


there was a 35 percent increase te crimes agi 
community.

Se calcula que al menos 
un millón de hispanos no fueron 
contabilizados debidamente en el 
Censo de 2000, algo que perjudica 
a esta comunidad, si se toma en 
cuenta que los resultados del censo 
nacional determinan el desem- 
bolso de fondos federales para obras 
públicas y programas sociales y la 
demarcación del mapa político de 
EE.UU. Los hispanos suman alre- 
dedor de 45 millones de personas y 
representan el 15% de la población 
estadounidense, y es vital que cada 
miembro de esta pujante minoría 
se haga contar. A seis meses de que 
comience el conteo nacional, líderes 
políticos, sindicalistas, grupos 
cívicos y religiosos, ayudados por 
varios medios de comunicación en 
español, lanzan una campaña nacio- 
nal con el lema “Ya es Hora, Hágase 
Contar!”.

60% of undocumented 
Hispanics lack insurance 


Six out of every 10 undocumented Hispanic adults in the United 
States have no medical insurance, according to a report released by the 
Pew Hispanic Center. The proportion of people who have no access to 
regular health care is much higher among the undocumented than among 
adult Latinos who are legal residents or citizens, 28 percent, or among 
the adult U.S. population as a whole, 17 percent. “The nationwide sur- 
vey offers a detailed look at the health insurance and health-care access 
of an immigrant subgroup that has become a focus of attention in the 
current debate over health-care reform,” the study’s author, Pew senior 
researcher Gretchen Livingston, said. “Overall, about one-quarter of 
all adult Latinos are undocumented. Pew Hispanic Center analyses of 
Current Population Survey data indicate that approximately 98 percent 
of Hispanic immigrants who are neither citizens nor legal permanent 
residents are undocumented,” the report says. 

The study is based on data from a survey of a representative na- 
tional sample of 4,013 Latinos taken between July-September 2007. 
Roughly 37 percent of undocumented Latino adults have no usual 
health-care provider, and more than a quarter of the people in that 
situation cited financial limitations as the main factor. Yet a majority, 
56 percent, told Pew they do not have a usual provider “because they 
simply do not need one.” “Hispanic adults who are neither citizens 
nor legal permanent residents tend to be younger and healthier than 
the adult U.S. population and are less likely than other groups to have 
a regular health-care provider,” the report points out. Only 57 percent 
of these Hispanics have regular access to health care other than a hos 
pital emergency room, compared with 76 percent of Hispanics who 
are citizens or legal residents, and the 83 percent among the general 
population of the country. EFE 


Piden eliminar restricciones de 
viajes de estadounidenses a Cuba 


Activistas de todo EE.UU. presionaron en el Capitolio por la 
aprobación de una ley que levante las restricciones de viaje a Cuba 
para todos los estadounidenses, como prueba del “cambio” prometido 
por el presidente Barack Obama hacia la isla. Durante un encuentro en 
el edificio Rayburn de la Cámara de Representantes, varios líderes del 
Congreso y más de 70 activistas de una decena de estados indicaron 
que la veda a los viajes viola un derecho fundamental de los estadouni- 
denses y que estos ayudarían a promover un cambio en la isla. Según 
los partidarios de la ley, entre ellos los demócratas Charles Rangel, Bill 
Delahunt, y el republicano Jeff Flake, EE.UU. ha intentado por más 
de cuatro décadas aislar económica y diplomáticamente a Cuba sin 
que eso surta buenos resultados. Agregan que es hora de probar algo 
distinto y que la medida tiene suficientes apoyos en la cámara baja y 
en el Senado para ser aprobada antes de fin de año. 

La Ley de Libertad de Viajar a Cuba, fundamentalmente permite 
que todos los estadounidenses viajen a la isla, no sólo los cubanos que 
tengan familiares allí. La excepción sería en casos de guerra o en los 
que los estadounidenses afronten un peligro inminente. La ley, que 
podría ser sometida a audiencias el mes próximo, requiere 218 votos 
en la Cámara Baja y 60 en el Senado, pero esta afronta oposición de 
republicanos y grupos en el exilio que denuncian la continua violación 
de los derechos humanos en la isla. En abril pasado, Obama levantó las 
restricciones de viajes y remesas de cubanoestadounidenses, impuestas 
bajo el mandato de George W. Bush, y abrió la posibilidad de que las 
compañías de telecomunicaciones puedan ofrecer servicios de telefonía 
celular en la isla. Algunos expertos que participaron en el encuentro 
consideraron que las medidas emprendidas por Obama hasta la fecha 
son limitadas e insuficientes. EFE

Fujimori sentenciado a 6 
años en su último juicio

El ex presidente peruano Alberto Fujimori fue sentenciado a 6 años 
de cárcel en el último juicio abierto contra él desde su extradición de 
Chile en 2007, un fallo que causó malestar entre aquellos que pedían 
una sanción más dura y los que aseguran que se trata de una venganza 
política contra su líder. La Justicia peruana procesó a Fujimori por 
usar fondos del Estado para montar una red de espionaje telefónico 
que operaba en Palacio de Gobierno y en otros lugares, sobornar a 
parlamentarios opositores, y comprar un canal de televisión por cable 
ya desaparecido y la línea editorial del diario Expreso en 2000, año en 
el que buscaba su tercera elección. El tribunal que lo juzgó en este juicio 
rápido, lo sentenció a seis años de cárcel, condena que vence en febrero 
de 2013, así como a dos años de inhabilitación de un cargo público. 

También le ordenó pagar dos tipos de reparaciones: una de 24 mi- 
llones de soles (8 millones de dólares) a favor del Estado y de 107,000 
soles (unos 35,000 dólares) para cada uno de los 28 agraviados por 
espionaje telefónico. Los delitos que se le atribuyeron fueron peculado 
doloso (mal uso de fondos públicos), contra la administración pública 
(cohecho activo o corrupción funcionarios) y violación del secreto de 
las comunicaciones. El ex gobernante peruano (1990-2000), quien 
fue extraditado desde Chile en 2007, ya ha sido condenado en primera 
instancia a 25 años de prisión por violación a los derechos humanos, a 
8 años por el pago de una indemnización laboral a su entonces asesor 
Vladimiro Montesinos y a 6 años por el allanamiento ilegal de la vi- 
vienda de la esposa de Montesinos, pero las penas no son acumulativas 
en Perú.
